HIS MAJESTY’S BIRTHDAY. 
REVIEWS OF TROOPS. 


As briefly annonneced in our Saturday's isaue, 
hix Maj sty’s birthday was daly celebrated in 

iro on the morning of the 9th, when a 

view ofthe British troops which are stationed 
in the town was held at the Abdin Square, 
the regiments taking part consisting of the 
King’s Royal Rifle«, C idstream Guards, King’s 
Own Seottish Borderers, Inniskilling Fo<iliers, 
and “‘u” Battery of the Royal Horse Artillery. 

The event may this year be said to have 
opened the ginter season, for in addition to 
there being a distinct foretaste of the coming 
cold weather in theair, there were a large 
number of visitors prexent among the crowds 
which had assembled to witness thé review 
long betore the time at which it bad been 
advertised to start. 

The troops began to-arrive at about a 
quarter to nine, apd in half an hour all were 
in their places, and the scene was a most 
brilliant one, the bright auviforms ot the officers 

nd mev against the background of manitold 
colours in which the spectators, European and 
native, were clothed producing a wonderfully 
nimated scene in the sunlit square. 

At ninethirty the men were called to 
attetion, and a moment later Sir Eldon Gorst 
drove up escortée! by a guard and accompanied 
by officials from the gency, the Royal Stan- 
dard being ron up as he entered the square, 

nd the massed troops presenting arms; as the 
Royal Salute wasgiven the strains of Gol Save 
the King borst forth from the band 

A general inspection of the troops then follow- 
od, the Conaul General driving slowly round 
the square escorted by the General command- 
ing, and on ‘his retarn to the stand three 
cheers for his Majesty were given by the 
a-sembled troops and the displxy commenced, 
the troops passing the stand in review order, 
the band of ench regiment wheeling off to the 
opposite side of the square after passing the 
stand, and there continuing to play uutil the 
next band had come into po-itivn. 

The men acqnitted themselvex well in the 
display which tollowed, aud we are gled to be 
able to repeat that the vafrtanate accident 
which subsequently occurred when oneof the 
horses of the’ Artillery came down with its 
rider, just after the stand hdd been passed 
during the g»llop past, was not as serious as 
was first imagined, the men leing simply 
stunned ated bruised by the fall. 

The review concluded by the troops ad- 
vancing fo the centre of the square when once 
more the Royal Salute was given andGod save 
the King again played, Sir Eldon Gorst driving 
off immediately afterwards. 

The police arrangements for dealing with 
the large crow! which attended were ex- 
cellent and hot the slightest bitch occurred 
thronghout the proceedings, a circumstance 
which goes far to heighten success on such 
occaxions a8 this. 

In the evening Lady Gorst beld a crowded 
reception in honour of the occasion, all the 
notables «f Cairo being pres~nt. 

A spectator seuds the fol uwig account of 
the para‘le of troops at Alexandria :— 

The 66th Birthday of His Most Gra-ious 
Majesty King Edward Vilth was celebrated 
on Saturday by a parade of the British troops 
on the Polo Ground at the Spurting.Club. The 
ground was kept by detachments of the Mili- 
tary Mounted Police and the Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers. The 2nd Battalion Reyal Inniskilling 
Fusiliers under Col. R. C. Cox was drawn up 
in line facing North and the spectators were 
accommodated with chaire near the saluting 
base. Punctually at 11.15 Col. Cux gave the 
command “Royal Salute.” The Royal Standard 
was unfurled at the saluting point and the 
troops saluted, go'ours lowered and band 
playing “God Save the King.” Col. Cox ac- 
companied by his staff officer, Lieut. Wakelin 
ASC. rode to the saluting point, where 
G. B. Gould Esq, LS.0., His Majesty’s Consul 
General, accompanied by Rear Admiral Sir 
Massie Blowfield K C M.G., joined him and 
the troops marched past. After this began 
the stately ceremouy of “Trooping the C-lor,” 
which was splendidly-done, the fine Band of 
the regiment playing suitable music. At 12 
o'clock the troops reformed line, and gave three 
cheers for the Kinz, while 21 gane were 
fired by the Royal Garrison Artillery at 
Kom el ik. this brought the ceremony to 
a dose. The «pectaturs included all the 
ofieers of the garri-on not on duty, most 
of the English residents and also the Consuls 
and Vice Qonsuls of the other powers.
